AGITATE FOR REFORM. 


The press of the State ia not giving the 


attention to legislation for tne enforce- 
ment of the constitutional amendments 
adopted last fall that the subject de- 
serves. II probably won't require much 
time before or after the meeting of the 
Legislature to prepare such bills as wil.l 
serve the puipose. Bat it will require a 
?ood deal ot time and considerable ear- 
nest agitation to work tbe public mind 
up to that state of anxiety with respect 
to the matter as will compel the Legis- 
lature, to take cogtiizince of the popular 
demand for ballot reform legislation. 
This work ought to be in progress now. 


The constitutional amendments are 


absolutely of no use at present except in 
so far as they permit the legislation that 
will give them force and effect. Previ- 
ously to tbe adoption of the amendments 
the Legislature was prohibited from 
enacting a registry law that was not uni- 
form. In other words, In order to give 
the ptopie ot Philadelphia, where it is 
ueeded, a personal registration law it 
was necessary to give the people of 
Oentre county, who have no use for such 


thing, the same law. The recently 


Adopted amendment permits the dis- 
crimination, but unless the Legislature 
takes advantage of tbe power conferred 
I anight as well never have been con- 
irmed. 


Before long in various portions of tbe 


State candidates for the Legislature will 
be presenting themselves and soliciting 
he support of voters. Before that time 
arrives the voters ought to resolve among 
Uercselves ttat no man can get much 
upport until he pledges himself to sup- 
port a bill providing for personal regia- 
ration in Philadelphia and Flttsbnrg. 
When such legislation is enacted the 
rime of ballot box stuffing will soon 
become a lost art. But 15 will never be 
nacted if thepolitlcansare left to their 


impulses. They don't want ballot 


eCorir And will only consent to it when 
jublio sentiment gets them cornertd.

THE COU>TY ACCOUXT. 


On another page will be found a state- 


ment of the receipts and expenditures o£ 
the county and of its general financial 
condition for 1901. 


It appears from a comparison of the 


various items with the ;acoounts of for- 
mer years that the necessary expenses 
during the year were relatively small. 
No special public improvements lisve 
been made nor especially large cost in 
uny direction incurred. 


In the two items which have been or- 


dinarily of considerable cost— bridge and 
public buildings, the only extra expense 
was the erection of a joint bridge be- 
tween York and Adams counties costing 
«1,160. 


In all of the items of taxation the ac- 


count shows an increase over the year 
previous, proving that the tax-payers 
have been assessed in larger amount. 
The reverse should be the case, on ac- 
count of the fact that during the last six 
or seven years the county has been ac- 
cumulating in its assets. 


The assets, which are made up of the 


outstanding taxes and the balauce in the 
hands of the Treasurer, amount to 
$£•1,777.54. 
The outstanding taxes in- 


creased during 1901 to $13,297.24, about 
32,500 more than in 1900. 
The indebt- 


edness is practically the same, the 1901 
account showing $8,600, that of 1900, 
$9,000. 
The net assets are increased, 


therefore, largely by the amount o" the 
increased outstanding taxes. 


The account should be carefully read 


and studied by the taxpayers, as it is a 
statement of financial affairs in which 
every voter is interested. 


AN interesting question has arisen as 


to whether William McKmley was the 
twenty-fourth President of the United 
States, and Theodore Koosuvelt the 
twent)-fltth. 


A recent history denominates Mr. 


McKinley the twenty-Qfth President. 
The historian has counted President 
Cleveland twice, while others count his 
two terms, though not consecutive, as 
constituting one President. We agree 
with the Baltimore Sun when it says 
that it is Die own who tills the office 
who is counted and not the tei'm. Mr. 
Cleveland was the same individual in 
his second as in the first term, just as 
Washington or Lincoln or other two- 
termers were tbe same iu the last as in 
the first.

ESSENTIALS IN SEED CORN. 


There are many essential points to be 


rigorously observed in either selecting 
or baying seed coin. la selecting from 
one's own fields the earliest maturing 
and most perfect ears only should be 
saved, and when a variety coujmeucen 
to lose.ibS dominant characteristics it ia 
time to get fresh seed. In sending away 
for seed, buy that grjwu nearly in the 
same latitude as your own, or if any 
change is made go a little north in pre- 
ference to South. 
Understand your 


fields. Don't plant large-eared white 
sorts in fields better adapted to medium 
B'Zrt yellow sorts. The first movement 
toward making a corn crop is this matter 
of correct selection of seed. The qual- 
ity of the seed is tbe next important 
thing. Do not be satisfied with "stock" 
(crit) seed corn. Bs wil ing to pay a 
good fair price, and then d«-unand high 
bred seed. 
O.der it ^from reputable 


growers or dealers, and always order 
part of it at least in ear. Then you are 
planting with youreyes open—you know 
wfcat to expect. Professor Shamel says 
on this question : "By highly bred seed 
is meant seed that is the very highest 
representatives of the improved type. 
1-3 olber words, those ears which as nearly 
as possible represent tbe ideal ear. As 
every ear is different from every other 
ear, there can never be a large number 
of such ears. However, this very fact ot 
wide variation makes the improvement 
of varieties possible. If there was no 
variation from which selection could be 
made, there could be no improvement. 
Il is by selecting those ears which vary 
in the direction desired and discarding 
the poor ears that a general advance can 
be made." Having made a wise select- 
ion and secured seed that will test foi 
germination 95 to 96 per cent, one need 
have but little anxiety over the outcome 
of his corn crop. Does it pay to plant 
well-bred seed ? Might as well ask, 
Does it pay to buy a good,pure-bred bull't 
Seed ol established varieties have prom, 
mentand valuable cbarcteristics. 
These 


chaicteristics' such as wellshaped ear, 
butts and tips well covered, rows com- 
pact and kernels set deep in tbe cob. 
Take such a variety as lieid's Yellow 
Dent—especially when the deeper dent 
strain is secured. It will grow uniformly 
good sized ears, deep grain and the cob 
is well covered. Its full value is not ap- 
parent to naked eye; but the scales al- 
ways tell in its favor. This seed com 
qaestion is the most important one before 
American farmers this year. The suc- 
cess of your farming and feeding opera- 
tions depend upon a good corn crop. 
Si-e to ii that good, reliable seed ia on 
hand at planting time.

maaty, is removed by the modern pro- 
cess of grinding, leaving to be ground 
into meal only the devitalized portion, 
the part that even a rat rejects when 
he has access to a corn bin. The rat 
knows when he eats the corn kernel that 
be is getting tha aweet, nutty part. II 
you can, get meal ground by the old 
burr process, then have fresh water, 
fiercely boiling. Throw In a handful of 
anlt, then stir with one hand while lightly 
sonnkling in meal with the other, so 
that all of it shall encounter the sticoe 
higu temperature, that the starch cells 
may burst, »s direct heat "pop" corn. 
When thick enough to almost hold erect 
tbe mush-stick, cover closely and aet 
where it will give only an occasional 
"pout" for three or four hours, and do 
not diatuib the surface or the U,ivor will 
escape. E.iten with good cream it makes 
an excellent supper in itself.—Farm 
Journal.
